3. Notice of republication of taxation bye-laws in 
Local newspapers . ---- ( 1 ) After any bye - laws are 
sanctioned and published in the Official Gazette by

“ Explanation : 

If on the date of his death while in service or 
immediately before his retirement an employee 
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has been absent from duty on leave with allow 
ance his pay should be taken at what it would 
have been had he not been absent from duty , 
provided that the amount of family Pension is 
not increased on account of increase in pay not 
actually drawn and that benefit of higher offi 
ciating or temporary pay is given only if it is 
certified that he would have continued to hold 
the higher officiating or temporary appointment 
but for his proceeding on leave . However , in 
case an employee during the currency of leave 
on average pay not exceeding four months or the 
first four months of any period of leave on 
average pay exceeding four months earns an 
increment which is not with -held , he is entitled 


to count the pay which he would have drawn had 
he remained on duty . 

If on the date of death while in service or 
immediately before retirement, an employee has 
been absent from duty being on extraordinary 
leave or suspension , " Pay" means, the pay which 
he drew immediately before proceeding on such 
leave or suspension " .
